This year's convention in San Diego, which 
was attended by almost 10,000 individuals and 
represented by nearly 300 dealers, caused me to 
reflect upon the first such show I ever attended — 
the 1955 ANA get-together in Omaha, Nebraska. 

That was 28 conventions ago, and as an enthusi- 
astic teenager I was impressed by everything I 
saw. Show attendance totaled perhaps 500, with 
several dozen dealers displaying their wares. 

Aubrey and Adeline Bebee conducted the auction 
sale. 

Lee F. Hewitt (who received his 50-year gold 
membership medal in San Diego) also attended 
the Omaha convention, and I remember that 
meeting him was the hi^light of my visit. Like 
thousands of collectors, I subscribed to his 
Numismatic Scrapbook magazine and looked forward to each monthly issue. 
At a time when Chet Krause had just begun publishing Numismatic News 
in lola, Wisconsin, and Coin World was not even a twinkle in its founder's 
eye. Numismatic Scrapbook served simultaneously as a guide to prices, a 
purveyor of news and events, and a panorama of offerings by dealers. I still 
recall the "Best Buys of the Month" centerfold advertisements by Arthur Conn 
of Melrose, Massachusetts, and I often telephoned him to order this goodie 
or that. B. Max Mehl was also a steady advertiser, as were R. Green, J.V. 
McDermott, A. Kosoff and many others since departed. 

I had a great time at the Omaha convention in 1955. The days flew by all 
too quickly, and so it was with the 1983 San Diego convention. Those at- 
tending the 1983 event took advantage of many services not offered 28 years 
ago. The ANA Certification Service table with its ready opinions on grading 
and authenticity is a new addition in recent years, as are the diverse offerings 
of the Numismatic Theatre, Educational Forum and meetings of specialty 
groups. 

The line-up of dealers is also vastly different today. Probably no more than 
20 to 30 dealers on the huge bourse floor were at the Omaha show 28 years 
ago. Although collectors often yearn for the prices of the good old days, today's 
offerings are far more varied, and dealers are much more knowledgeable. 

The ANA Headquarters staff is already laying plans for the 1984 conven- 
tion to be held in Detroit. Next summer seems remotely distant to many, 
but it is not too early to mark the show on your schedule. Each ANA con- 
vention I have attended since 1955 has been different and interesting. I am 
sure the 1984 show will be special in its own way, and, as they say, "the 
best one yet!" 
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Reader Blasts Perpetual Inaccuracy 

Tis a pity that John R. Isted has 
muddied the iconography of the portrait 
of Running Antelope more than it has 
ever been done before, and that it was ac- 
cepted by the editor. Footnote 8 to his 
Signature Combinations on United States 
Currency: The 1899 and 1908 Silver Cer- 
tificates" (August 1983) is pure fiction and 
a defamation of Barney Bluestone. 

The identification on Alexander Gard- 
ner's photograph of Running Antelope, 
which was used as the model, is "Oncpapa 
2." George F.C. Smillie put "Onepapa" on 
his finished engraving used for the 1899 
$5 Silver Certificate. Barney Bluestone 
had nothing to do with the misspelling. 

The Bureau of Ethnology, Smithsonian 
Institution, spells Running Antelope's 
Sioux name "Ta-to'-ka-in'-yanka" on its 
typewritten photograph labels. Isted's 
research, unfortunately, went only as far 
as the error on the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing souvenir card released at the 
American Numismatic Association con- 
vention in 1977. 

While preparing the souvenir card, the 
BEP asked the BAE for background infor- 
mation on the portrait of Running Ante- 
lope and received an identification label 
with a transposition of letters by some 
anonymous typist. By the time a legible 
halftone of the new card appeared in the 
numismatic press and the BEP was noti- 
fied of the error, it was too late to reprint 
the cards, and they were released with the 
error. 

Repetition of old errors will always 
cloud some of our numismatic knowl- 
edge, but gratuitous comment masquer- 
ading as scholarship is uncalled for.

Counterstamp Information Wanted 

During the period from about 1855 to 
the late 1870s, Dr. G.G. Wilkins of Pitts- 
field, New Hampshire, counterstamped 
his name, G.G. WILKINS, and sometimes 
his location, PITTSFIELD, N.H., on the 
obverse or reverse of Large cents. Flying 
Eagle cents, Indian cents and other coins. 
Wilkins evidently was a man of many in- 



terests, for at one time or another he prac- 
ticed dentistry, ran a liquor store, and 
operated a restaurant. 

I am currently doing research on the 
background of Wilkins and his counter- 
stamped coins and would be pleased to 
correspond with anyone possessing such 
pieces. I plan to publish an article incor- 
porating my findings.

Silver Exterior Belies 
Unglamorous Birth 

Your article "The Time Machine" in 
The Numismatist for July 1983 really cap- 
tures the essence of the joy of coin collect- 
ing. I enjoyed it very much. 

However, one phrase (very apropos in 
the article) captured my attention in quite 
an off-beat fashion: 

"... I am copper. See the dies placed 
upon me and feel the mighty hammer's 
blow as I am bom. Like a newborn babe 
I must be wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
so I am immersed in a silver wash. . ." 

The probable minting process for such 
silver-washed copper coins was described 
in a scholarly fashion by Anthony Wooton 
in "The Roman 'Silver Washed' Coinages: 
Notes on the Probable Evolution of an 
Early Blanching Technique" in Seaby's 
Coin and Medal Bulletin (June 1958). 
Wooton explained that the coppers of low 
silver alloy were heated to a temperature 
high enough to preferentially oxidize sur- 
face copper without oxidizing the silver; 
then the copper oxide was removed by 
pickling in a salt solution, leaving a thin 
silver-rich "white" layer over the entire 
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surface of the coin. 

In the September issue of SCMB, 
Wooton presented "'A Further Note on the 
Roman Blanching Technique." Here he 
quoted a translation of a contemporary 
Roman writing, Pliny's Natural History, 
regarding how to make base coins that 
still would pass the test of that day for 
"good silver": 

"There are two kinds of silver. On 
placing a piece of it upon an iron fire- 
shovel at a white heat, if the metal re- 
mains perfectly white (silvery), it is of the 
best quality; if it turns black, it is worth- 
less. Fraud, however, has devised means 
of stultifying this test even,- for by keep- 
ing the shovel immersed in men's urine, 
the piece of silver absorbs it as it bums, 
and so displays a fictitious whiteness 
(silveriness)." 

So at birth, these coppery coins were 
(not very glamorously) "immersed in a 
silver wash."

Curator Elaborates 

on Brenner History 

I enjoyed Glenn B. Smedley's "The 
Works of Victor David Brenner" in the 
July 1983 issue. This concise listing of 
Brenner's works will be useful as a stan- 
dard reference source. We plan to include 
it as part of our numismatic library here 
at the museum. We have several Brenner 
medals and plaques, which were part of 
the collection of the late Dr. Alexander 
M. Rackus. 

The Lithuanian city of Siauliai is not 
a small town as the author states, but is 
one of Lithuania's major cities. The 
author gives the Russian name of Shavli; 
in German it is known as Schaulen. 
Founded in the 13th century, the city is 
one of Lithuania's largest industrial and 
cultural centers. The population currently 
is over 100,000; in 1940 it was 31,000. It 
was here that Brenner began his work at 
the age of 13. Three years later Brenner 
went to Kaunas, Lithuania, where he 
worked as an engraver before coming to 
the U.S.

Collector Retaliates Against 
Dishonest Dealers 

I have been collecting coins for approx- 
imately 30 years. What irritates me to the 
core is the constant referral to "know your 
grading before you buy" so that you won't 
be taken by a dishonest dealer. 

I started collecting in earnest 15 years 
ago. That first year I took three dealers to 
small claims court and won. When a 
dealer is found to be dishonest, why isn't 
he prosecuted for fraud? I know that if he 
is a member of the ANA, he is expelled, 
but that is as far as it goes. 

I feel we should start a movement. 
Everyone reading this that has been 
"ripped off" should have the coin in ques- 
tion properly graded and then take the 
thief to court. I used to purchase coins by 
mail periodically; however, now I buy 
coins on sight only. I can't count how 
much time I have wasted returning 
"junk." Too much emphasis has been put 
on "let the buyer beware." Rather, the 
responsibility should rest with the numis- 
matic dealers who are defrauding the 
novice collector.

Rare Proof Set 

A special set of nine U.S. 
coins presented as an 
official gift of the United 
States to the king of Siam 
in 1836 is currently on view 
at the Smithsonian's 
National Museum of Amer- 
ican History through 
February 9, 1984. Originally 
an eleven-piece set, the 
collection now contains 
three gold coins — an 1804 
Eagle, an 1834 Half Eagle 
and a Quarter Eagle; four 
silver pieces — an 1804 
dollar, an 1834 half dollar, 
an 1834 quarter dollar and 
an 1834 dime; and two 
copper issues — an 1834 large 
cent and an 1834 half cent. 
Commissioned by President 
Andrew Jackson as a gift to 
mark the begiiming of trade 
agreements between the 
United States and Siam 
(now Thailand), the set is 
noused in the original 
wooden presentation box, 
which is covered with 
yellow Moroccan leather 
embossed with a flying 
American eagle surrounded 
by a laurel wreath. 

The National Numis- 
matic Collections, of which 
the set is a part, contains 
more than 850,000 pieces 
that trace the history of 
various currencies from the 
7th century B.C. to the 
present. Located at 14th St. 
and Constitution Ave. 

N.W., Washi^on, DC, it is 
open daily with free 
admission.

Hade Collection Sale 
Sets Records 

The sale of the George 
Hatie Collection and other 
properties, held by Bowers 
and Merena Galleries in 
New York City, August 3-5, 
saw pre-sale expectations 
shattered as bidders com- 
peted to purchase more 
than 3,000 lots of coins and 
paper money. When the 
gavel fell for the last time, 
nearly three million dollars' 
worth of items had changed 
hands, many setting records 
for tody's market. High- 
lights included a 1796 $2^2 
VF-30, $17,600; 1829 $2V2 
AU-55, $13,750; 1796 $10 
AU-55, $28,600; 1776 Con- 
tinent^ $1 BU, $7,700; 

1867 five cent Proof-65, 
$11,000; and a 1921-S 
50 cent MS-65, $7,965. 

Featured among the silver 
dollars were an 1851 $1 
Proof-65, $13,200; 1852 $1 
MS-63, $12,000; 1895 $1 
Proof-63, $17,600; and an 
1858 $1 Proof-65, $8,800. 
Among the gold coins, an 
MS-65 1889 dollar fetched 


$4,180, while an 1833 Half 
Eagle in AU-55 grade sold 
for $26,950 and a Choice 
Proof 1894 $20 went for 
$23,100. An original 1914 
gold Proof set garnered a 
stunning $100,100. 

Among the offerings of 
ancient and world coinage, 
a Claudius n Gothicus gold 
medallion brought $9,900, a 
gold aureus of Tiberius 
realized $5,280, a 1739 
English two-guinea piece in 
EF grade fetched $1,320 and 
a 1658 Cromwell EF silver 
shilling commanded a hefty 
$1,045. 

A particularly nice 1833 
half dime broke records at 
$5,720, while an 1865 
business strike of the same 
denomination brought a 
whopping $3,960. Amid a 
flurry of bidding, an 1837 
Liberty Seated dime without 
stars, MS-65, yielded $8,250 
and a Proof 1907 Saint- 
Gaudens $20 with Arabic 
numbers and large letters 
on the edge sold for 
$71,500, while a Proof 1914 
of the same denomination 
collected $39,000. 

Among the United States 
Proof sets, an 1881 copper, 
nickel and silver set 
brought an astoimding 
$24,200, and two specimens 
of the 1914 copper, nickel 
and silver Proof set, 
differing from each other in 
respect to toning, realized 
$12,100 and $9,900.

Canadian Mint Reports 

The Royal Canadian Mint 
has made available the 
"Annual Mint Report 
1982," which relates 
operations ending December 
31, 1982. Numerous details 
of mint production are 
reviewed, including 
circulating coinage, refinery 
services, medals and tokens, 
auditor's report, financial 
statements, a five-year 
review and mintage 
statistics. Originally 
established in 1908 and 
chartered as a Federal 
Crown Corporation in 1969, 



the Royal Canadian Mint 
produces bullion products, 
collector coins, medals, 
medallions, tokens and 
trade dollars. The Mint 
maintains its head office in 
the National Capital Region 
and has three plants located 
in Ottawa, Hull and 
Winnipeg. 


Counterfeit Silver 
Krugerrands Seized 

Unauthorized "silver 
krugerrands," virtually 
identical in design to 
authentic South African 
issues, were seized by the 
U.S. Secret Service recently 
at the International Mint, 
located outside Phila- 
delphia. Already the target 
of five complaints about 
previous coin-related 
schemes, the firm adver- 
tised silver krugerrands 
nationwide but was not 
prosecuted by the Postal 
Service because it accepted 
no mail orders. The Federal 
Trade Commission cited 
violations of the Hobby 
Protection Act, but, 
according to Paul W. 

Turley, director of the Los 
Angeles Regional Office, 
"the period of time ... to 
move a matter ... is 
measured in years" and to 
obtain consumer redress, it 
would have to be proved 
that the sale of the 
counterfeit coins was 
fraudulent and dishonest. In 
reply. Congressman Frank 
Annunzio commented. 


"These are the excuses of 
an agency that has 
abandoned enforcement of 
the laws entrusted to it. 
How the sale of counterfeit 
coins to unwitting con- 
sumers is not fraudulent 
and dishonest is incompre- 
hensible to me. If it 'takes 
years' to come to a final 
decision . . . then the 
Commission ought to 
overhaul its procedures ... I 
fear that the decision not to 
pursue the matter sends an 
unmistakable signal to the 
dishonest merchants that 
the days of 'buyer beware' 
have returned with a 
vengeance."

The release of the first 
reprint of Numisma, 
originally published as a 
bimonthly periodical from 
1877 to 1891 by 
numismatist Eduard 
Frossard, has been announced 
by literature dealer Cal 
Wilson. According to 
Wilson, "Frossard was one 
of the more outspoken 
dealers of his time, ever 
quick to note the flaws and 
shortcomings of his con- 
temporaries, while at the 
same time heaping praise 
on those with whom he had 
no quarrel. His periodical 


reflected the romance of the 
period and was the source 
of many initial contributions 
to the science. Indeed, such 
subjects as a complete 
numismatic bibliography, a 
description of Masonic 
medals, and lists of various 
coinage series first appeared 
within the pages of 
Numisma” 

As was the case with 
most pioneer professional 
numismatists in America, 
Frossard's mailing list was 
limited to perhaps only 
several hundred collectors, 
resulting in the survival of 
very few complete sets of 
the journal today. It is 
estimated that no more 
than 10 to 15 full sets 
remain intact. Contributing 
to the attrition rate of the 
individual issues is the 
14-year duration of their 
distribution.

''Find a penny, pick it up, and all 
the day you'll have good luck!" "Don't 
take any wooden nickels!" How many 
times have such statements been 
made? They are part of an enormous 
potpourri of superstitions and folklore 
that revolves around numismatics. People have been superstitious about money for 
as long as money has been part of civilization. 

The ancient Greeks stamped coins with figures of the gods to symbolize their belief 
in the protection offered by the deities. In the dark times of Medieval Europe, coins 
struck to honor St. Helena, the mother of Constantine the Great, were marked with 
a cross and believed to cure epilepsy if worn suspended about the neck. The Byzantines 
believed that anyone unfortunate enough to possess one of the thirty silver pieces for 
which Judas betrayed Christ would bring upon himself bad luck or even death. 

Superstition and custom are a part of all civilizations. Many customs develop in 
modem times without apparent explanation, while others follow us throughout history. 
For example, in recent years there has been much fanfare in the numismatic community 
about the image appearing on the Shroud of Turin; examination of the Shroud has 
suggested that coins resembling ancient Jewish leptons were positioned over the eyes 
of the corpse. Coins were often used in this manner to ensure that the eyes of the de- 
ceased would remain closed until burial. It was considered a bad omen if the eyes were 
found to be open, for many believed the dead man was looking for someone to join him! 

The practice of placing coins over the eyes of the dead may have a second meaning, 
connected with the ancient conviction that the deceased must pay their way into the 
next world. Egyptian pharoahs took great wealth with them into their tombs. The pagan 
Greeks, and later the Romans, often placed a coin in the mouth of the corpse to pay 
Charon's fee for ferrying the soul across the Styx, the mythical river leading to the under- 
world. A groat was used for this purpose in Great Britain by some superstitious souls 
in the 17th and 18th centuries, and the use of a British penny was recorded as recently 
as the early-20th century! Old Prussians in Lithuania furnished their dead with money 
to spend on the weary journey to the spirit world, a custom similarly practiced by the 
Germans and French. The Irish have kept their own version of this custom alive to 
this day, and the Chinese issue false paper money for burial with their dead. 

Some believe that if copper coins removed from the eyes of a corpse are washed in 
wine or water, and the brew is given to a husband to drink, he will become blind to 
his wife's peccadilloes. In turn, those same coins should be buried once again, as they 
carry with them ill luck! It is also thought that anyone who buries money will walk 
after death until it is rediscovered. 

A curious story comes out of Hume-Byers in Northumberland, England, about the 
existence of the "Black Penny," a coin or medal about the size of a common penny, 
though thicker with a raised rim and composed of copper or zinc. A man named Turnbull 
owned it, loaning it to local farmers to cure madness in cattle. A letter of 1843 con- 
firms that the Turnbull family lived in Haddon when they received the coin and owned 
the piece for more than 100 years. The Black Penny was often loaned to neighbors for 
a deposit (a purse of gold in one instance), finally being lost by a man near Morpeth 
about 1827. Hopefully the poor man didn't put up any gold as security. 
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The British have many other fascinating tales 
of superstition. For example, after Oliver 
Cromwell became Lord Protector of England 
(1653-1658), he insisted that coins be struck 
with his image. A die crack that appeared on the 
obverse of his crown denomination was believed 
to be a sign that his government would not 
endure. Sure enough, following the death of 
Cromwell, the British monarchy was 
reestablished. 1658 British Crown, issued by 

In 1895 British pennies were minted omitting Oliver Cromwell 

the engraving of the lighthouse behind Britannia 
on the reverse. For some, the lighthouse symbolized 

Britain's uncontested rule of the seas, and the omission was considered a bad omen. 

Another old British custom involved presenting a newborn child a gift of a silver 
sixpence. In Oxfordshire the custom was carried one step further by placing the coin 
in the baby's right hand. If the coin was tightly held, the child was destined to become 
a miser; if it was held loosely, the baby would grow to become generous,- if the coin 
was dropped, the child would become, heaven forbid, a spendthrift! 

But enough of British folklore. Americans have proved to be just as superstitious about 
money! Who can forget childhood visions of the tooth fairy magically replacing teeth 
hidden under the pillow with coins in the dead of night? How many $2 bills have 
appeared in circulation with the edges tom off, evidently because the bills were regarded 
as bad luck? A cent inserted in a shoe buckel is an accepted symbol of good luck, hence 
the everlasting popularity of the "penny loafer." And what about the belief that currency 

featuring the letter K in the 
emblem for the Dallas Federal 
Reserve District was actually 
an omen that John F. Kennedy 
would meet his end in that city? 

For luck, the wife of a 
western senator in office 
during the 1800s carried the 
first coin minted from gold 
discovered in Cripple Creek. 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
kept an ancient Athenian tetradrachm in his pocket. At one time Americans believed 
it unlucky to carry a quarter dollar as a pocketpiece, as it pictured thirteen letters and 
thirteen stars. In the 1840s a lucky pocketpiece was an 1805/4 half dollar (today anyone 
carrying a genuine 1805/4 silver half dollar would feel lucky as well). 

Kao Tsu, mler of China from 618-627 A.D., issued coins depicting a crescent on the 
reverse of an otherwise blank planchet. Legend has it that his daughter put the crescent 
moon onto the die by poking the wax cast with her long fingernail. 

In Tyrol, a province of Austria, coins found during a rainstorm are considered to have 
come from Heaven and are saved for luck. Russian Jews, British, Americans and Indies 
consider it unlucky to dream of money. On the other hand, a European superstition 
suggests that to dream of 
blindness is to want money; to 
dream of cattle or gold denotes 
success and financial reward. 

The money spider is a 
small, gold-colored insect 
known to science as Aienea 
scenica. To find this creature 
on one's clothing is considered 
lucky in Great Britain as it indi- 
cates the imminent receipt of cash.

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Superstition about numis- 
matic items also abounds in 
the marriage sacrament. If, on 
the evening of the marriage, 
the bride requests and carries 
a small coin from the groom, 
it is believed she will never 
want for money. During the 
reign of England's Edward II, it 
was customary to throw 
money over the head of the 
bride for luck. The Moors of 
the West Barbary Coast considered it lucky to afix coins to the forehead of the groom, 
and in Egypt newly issued coins thrown to ladies present at the wedding were said to 
insure good fortune for the couple. In China five coins issued by five different emperors 
were scattered at the bottom of the bedstead as a fertility rite. A gold coin revealing 
bright metal when melted insured bright prospects for the marriage; the opposite was 
believed to be true also. 

Pitfalls also await newlyweds who subscribe to numismatic superstitions. A groom 
who speaks of money to his bride on the wedding night indicates that he may not have 

married for love. If he borrows 
money on the wedding day, he 
indicates that someone else 
might have been happier in 
his place. If he fails to pay the 
minister, his marriage will not 
produce children. All bills con- 
nected with the wedding must 
be paid in a fortnight, or 
financial worries will follow 
the couple for the remainder 
of their union. 

In closing, just remember: 

Pass a penny and you will soon not have any,- 
Pick it up and it will grow to many!

LINCOLN CENTS 

1909-1917

Preparation of dies for Proof production involves a special process in which a stock 
or inventory die is carefully selected and then highly polished and cleaned. In the early 
1900s an experimental technique was initiated, whereby the dies or coins (or perhaps 
both) were sandblasted or chemically etched to achieve a finish that was granular in 
appearance. Proof coins displaying this particular finish are commonly referred to as 
Matte Proofs. 

The exact method of manufacture of Matte Proof pieces has yet to be fully 
documented, but it is evident that they were stmck twice at low speed and high pressure. 
Generally, a single pair of dies was used for Matte Proof production. 

In James Rankin Young's book. The United States Mint at Philadelphia {1903], the 
author describes the operations of the Mint, room by room. His description of the medal 
room supports the use of sandblasting in the production of Proof coins: 

In a single room in the southern end of the second floor of the building is the medal room, 
a department under the Coiner though almost an independent mint in itself. All the ''proof 
coins" (those given a particularly fine finish) and medals are made in this room. On one 
side of the room is a small furnace and melting pot where melts can be made if necessary. 

On either side of the furnace is an aimealing oven. In the center of the room is a large cutting 
press, which will cut dies up to four inches in diameter. Against the wall are two electrically 
driven hydraulic presses, capable respectively of a pressure of 400 and 300 tons to the square 
inch, and next to them the two hydraulic pumps. In the basement this department has a 
huge press capable of giving 1100 tons pressure to the square inch. This is used on the largest 
dies, those four inches in diameter. Off in an out-of-the-way comer is the old-fashioned hand 
screw press, with its long arms and heavy weights. The foreman, growing reminiscent, tells 
how, as a helper, he used to get these arms going around at such a gait that they would 
move the whole machine. 

The proof sets of coins are made under the government supervision to be preserved for 
record, or sold to collectors. The face of the dies used in stamping these sets have been 
given an extra fine finish, and glisten as though they had been nickel-plated. The blanks 
for the coins are annealed and stamped by the hydraulic press. The operator then gives them 
a thorough acid bath, and polishes them singly with a handful of wet sand. If they are bronze 
pieces, they may be given the deep bronze finish or clouded over in the sand blast. The 
latter device is a small wooden box with glass sides. A pip« on the inside blows down a 
fine shower of sand. The operator, wearing a big pair of mits to protect his hands, holds 
the coin under this stream of sand until the operation is finished, when it has a delicate 
frosted appearance.^ 

Matte Proof coins have been known to differ slightly in style. Some appear to have 
a "satin" finish (a very fine but slightly subdued lustre), while others are considered 
to have a "deep matte" finish (a dull, granular lustre) caused by variations in the method 
of production. 

The focus of this study is the Matte Proof Lincoln cent. In most cases Matte Proof 
cents have sharp, squared-off inner and outer rims; a soft, dull lustre; a slightly granular 
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surface; and often, very fine die polish. They also frequently display light horizontal 
striations around the edge of the coin and a brilliant rather than dull matte finish. 
However, care must be taken when attempting to identify Matte Proof cents as some 
deceptive business strikes have surfaced. 

The diagnostics described here are drawn from ANA Certification Service files of 
known dies and die states. However, other genuine Matte Proof coins also could exist, 
the products of different dies or die states. Authentication of any coin requires con- 
sideration of all diagnostics, not just a single characteristic. Occasionally, business 
strikes can be mistaken for Matte Proof pieces, but, as far as our records show, the 
diagnostics discussed in this article have appeared only on Proof coins.

This award is 
presented annually to authors whose articles are judged as outstanding contributions to The 
Numismatist. A silver medal and $250 is awarded for first place, a bronze medal and $100 
for second place, and a bronze medal for third place. Authors receiving honorable mention 
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Articles that display original and comprehensive research in United States numismatics 
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$400 for first place and $200 for second place. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts relevant to the study of numismatics that present 
new information and constitute a contribution to numismatic education. The author is directly 
responsible for all statements made in the original manuscript. Accepted or published 
manuscripts become the property and copyright of The Numismatist and may not be published 
elsewhere without written permission. Manuscripts are received with the understanding that 
they have not been simultaneously submitted to other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and one copy), including illustrations (photographs, 
drawings and graphs), should be sent to the Editor, The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. The author should retain at least 
one copy of the manuscript for reference. 
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1 V 2 -inch margins on all sides. The author's name, full address and daytime telephone number 
must appear on the first page. The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends for the illustrations should be typed on a separate sheet of paper, with a number 
accurately corresponding to each illustration. If submitted by mail, illustrations should be 
carefully packed to avoid damage. 

Photographs should be high quality, black-and-white glossy prints, unmounted and un- 
attached to the manuscript. The face of the photograph should not be retouched or labeled 
in any way. To avoid disfiguring the surface of the photograph when labeling the back, write 
on a hard surface and use only a soft pencil. 

Drawings should be submitted on separate sheets, drawn with India ink on illustration 
board or high-grade drawing paper. 

If an author lacks photographic facilities, numismatic material can be sent to The 
Numismatist and photographed by the ANA's in-house facility. Costs of mailing and insurance 
will be reimbursed if requested. Authors are encouraged to list sources for illustrations. 

AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors are invited to submit biographical sketches with their manuscripts. Not to ex- 
ceed 100 words, the biography should include pertinent information such as place and date 
of birth, educational and professional background, hobby interests, and numismatic awards 
or accomplishments.

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Admiral George Dewey 

AND THE 

New York Reception Medal 


by WILLIAM S. DEWEY, LM-52 



When the smoke cleared over Manila 
Bay, May 1, 1898, the U.S. Navy 
Asiatic Squadron, Commodore George 
Dewey commanding, had reduced the 
bulk of the Spanish naval presence in 
the Pacific to flotsam in what has been 
called ''one of the most important 
battles that had ever been fought in 
any country or in any age."^ A grateful 
America dubbed Dewey the "Hero of 
Manila Bay," and both he and his 
flagship, the Olympia, became the 
toast of the country. Prior to his 
triumphant homecoming in September 


1899, Dewey was elevated to the rank 
of Rear Admiral,^ and New York City 
prepared to honor him with the greatest 
celebration the country had ever wit- 
nessed. One historian noted that "Ad- 
miral Dewey is the most universally 
wanted man in the history of the 
country. The people of every city in 
the Union want to give him a banquet 
. . . and the western cities have united 
in a cablegram begging him to return 
by way of California . . . Dewey is not 
only the most popular man in the 
country, but no one, in all the history 
of the past since Washington, has 
commanded such universal and sincere 
commendation from the American 
people."^ The flood of numismatic 
paraphernalia that accompanied the 
return of the Asiatic Squadron was 
formidable indeed, for "there were 
more kinds of badges, buttons, stick- 
pins, tokens and the like bearing the 
features of the Admiral sold on the 
streets (of New York) and in the stores 
than were ever issued in honor of any 
candidate for President of the United 
States." In addition, "Dewey" neckties, 
shirts, plates, cups, flags, pipes and 
even "Dewey" ice cream sundaes and 
cocktails were eagerly purchased by 
admiring citizens.^ In commemoration 
of the great victory. New York City 
commissioned the striking of a special 
medal, which was presented to Dewey 
by Mayor Van Wyck. Now housed in 
the collection of the Naval Historical 
Center in Washington, D.C., this of- 
ficial medal of the New York home- 
coming must have been worth a small 
fortune, as it was encrusted with 
precious stones. Engraved by German- 
bom Rudolph P. Laubenheimer and 
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produced by Black, Starr Frost, the 
medal bears a portrait of the Admiral 
within a laurel wreath, encircled by 
the legend RECEPTION OF ADMIRAL 
DEWEY BY THE CITY OF NEW YORK 
1899. The reverse shows an undraped 
and winged female, personifying fame, 
seated facing left and blowing a trum- 
pet, an olive branch in her right hand. 
The background depicts the Olympia 
amid the rays of a rising sun, alluding 
to the morning hour of victory. Lauben- 
heimer's initials, R.L., appear in micro- 
scopic size at the bottom center of the 
reverse beneath the incuse date 1899. A 
lucid description of the Admiral's 
medal was provided in the American 
Journal of Numismatics, October 1899: 

The work is executed in a low but 
clearly cut relief. The medal is of 
gold with a dull but rich finish. It is 
surrounded by a cable chain (bright 
yellow gold), each alternate link set 
with a jewel (diamond, sapphire or 
ruby alternating), and is attached by a 
tri-color ribbon of red, white and 
blue, to a bar (pin) composed of a 
cannon, which is wreathed with laurel 
enamelled green and set with rubies. 
From the carmon hang five short 
chains attached to a tablet bordered 
with leaves, also on green enamel 
and studded with rubies, which is 
finished in blue enamel, set in gold, 
and inscribed MANILA MAY 1 1898; at 
regular intervals in the tablet are 
gems of the national colors — rubies 
for the red, diamonds for the white, 
and sapphires for the blue, while 
beneath the tablet is the letter D set 
with large diamonds.® 

Admiral Dewey sailed from the 
Philippines on May 20, 1899, bound 
for New York at a leisurely pace with 
stops in Hong Kong, Singapore, Ceylon, 
Trieste and Gibralter. Because of his 
confrontation with German Admiral 
von Diederichs in Manila, Dewey 
predicted in Trieste that "Our next 
war will be with Germany," an amaz- 
ing prophesy that he lived to see 
eventuate. Arriving off Staten Island 
on September 27, the Olympia was 
fitted with a huge, solid-bronze plaque 
presented by the citizens of Olympia, 
Washington. Mounted on the forward 
turret of the ship between its two

great guns, the three-hundred-pound 
tablet stood four feet high and dis- 
played a graceful yet majestic figure 
of Victory in flowing robes, bearing in 
her outstretched hands a scroll re- 
cording Dewey's historic command, 
"Gridley, you may fire when ready" 
(althou^ he actually said, "You may 
fire when you are ready, Gridley"). To 
commemorate the dedication of the 
tablet a bronze medal, 49mm in dia- 
meter, was struck, bearing on its 
obverse a replica of the original. The 
reverse carries a rendering of the 
Olympia steaming to the right in 
the lower field beneath a bust of 
Dewey facing right. The medal was 
undoubtedly sold to the public in large 
quantity, but present-day scarcity 
suggests its distribution must have 
been quite limited compared to other 
Dewey exonumia. 

Eleven hundred fifty-two citizens of 
New York were appointed to the Wel- 
come Home Committee by Mayor Van 
Wyck to arrange all the details of the 
reception for Admiral Dewey. New 
York newspapers launched a nation- 
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Black, Starr eP Frost commissioned this 
presentation box for the official 
homecoming medal. 

wide campaign to raise funds for a 
gigantic loving cup made of silver 
gleaned from U.S. dimes, and a mag- 
nificent wood and plaster arch, de- 
signed after the Arc de Triomph of 
Paris, was erected on Fifth Avenue at 
Madison Square at a cost of $26,500. 
The Committee on Printing and Badges 
was responsible for the issuance of 
regular bronze medals that were given 
to members of the Welcome Home 
Committee. Modeled after the jewelled 
piece presented to Dewey, the bronze 
was identical, except for its metal 
content and the absence of precious 
stones. Presumably, all the members of 
the Welcome Home Committee re- 
ceived an official medal. At least one 
of these bronze issues has turned up in 
what appears to be silver plating. 
Consensus is that the plating was the 
work of an individual seeking some- 
thing special in the way of personal 
adornment, for no record exists to 


support the notion that such pieces 
were the work of the manufacturer. 

New York Governor Theodore Roose- 
velt proclaimed September 29 and 30 
as holidays, the festivities honoring 
Dewey's return officially beginning on 
September 28. The city of New York 
on that day was in a near-uproar of 
anticipation and excitement. The New 
York Sun reported that "Street fakirs 
(sic) did an unusually large business 
yesterday. Dewey badges and buttons 
and other souvenirs . . . were in great 
demand." Visitors aboard the Olympia 
that day included Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam Sampson, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Chauncey Depew of the New York 
Central Railroad, Sir Thomas Lipton 
and the Admiral's only son, George 
Goodwin Dewey. Bronze Congressional 
medals and a magnificent silver ser- 
vice, presented by Rear Admiral Philip, 
were delivered to the ship by Dewey's 
nephew. Lieutenant Theodore Gibbs 
Dewey, but, strangely enough, there 
appears to have been no formal pre- 
sentation of these gifts. 

On Friday morning, September 29, 
1899, the bay and harbors of New 
York were ablaze with color as every 
ship in port was bedecked with flags 
and signals. Mayor Van Wyck boarded 
the Olympia to pay his respects, made 
a short speech and then presented the 
Admiral with the official gold medal- 
lion. "Admiral," the Mayor said, "no 
tongue can ever utter or pen write an 
overestimate of what you did for your 
country . . . The city of New York has 
had made to commemorate this recep- 
tion to you ... a badge, a fascimile of 
which they desire I should present to 
you in commemoration of the event." 
The Admiral's Oriental steward was 
given the honor of pinning on the 
jewel as Dewey remarked, ''How 
splendid! Oh, that is too beautiful."^ 

Following the presentation was a 
massive naval parade on the Hudson 
River that started at noon with a 
police patrol boat leading the way, 
followed by two fireboats spouting 
water, then the Olympia and some 
two dozen U.S. Navy ships. Several 
boats carrying city officials brought up 
the rear, flanked by a double column 
of 80 steam yachts and trailed by 
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Arrival of Admiral Dewey, who wears the jeweled reception medal, and Mayor Van Wyck 
in Madison Square prior to the review of the land parade.

private vessels of various assortment. 

It is claimed that more than 150,000 
persons were on the water that day. As 
night fell, a perfect network of light 
covered the city; everything was ablaze, 
both on land and water. At the center 
of Brooklyn Bridge an electric sign 
spelled out WELCOME DEWEY in letters 
36 feet high, and the ceremonies ended 
that day with an ovation of pyro- 
technics on the Hudson amid the 
thimderous roar of cannon. 

On Saturday morning, September 30, 
Dewey was conveyed to Pier A at the 
foot of Manhattan Island and then 
driven by carriage to City Hall on 
lower Broadway where Mayor Van 
Wyck presented him a fabulous 18kt- 
gold loving cup valued at $5,000. The 
remainder of the day was devoted to a 
huge land parade in which an estimated 
35,000 persons marched, constituting 
the largest procession held in the U.S. 
at that time. John Philip Sousa's band 
preceded the sailors of the Olympia, 
followed by a carriage bearing Dewey 
and Van Wyck. The parade required an 
entire day to pass the reviewing stand, 
and the New York Times commented 
that "No emperor ever received such a 
tribute." It was estimated that some 
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three and a half million persons either 
witnessed or participated in the land 
and water ceremonies, a third of whom 
came from parts of the country other 
than New York. 

Although the total number of official 
Dewey homecoming medals is not a 
matter of record, it is reasonable to 
assume that some were presented to 
certain important officials, in addition 
to those distributed to members of the 


various welcoming committees. As it 
is unlikely that any pieces were 
released to the public, a reasonable 
estimate of total medals issued is most 
likely no more than 1,500 pieces. Only 
a few specimens have reached the 
numismatic market, and thus limited 
availability should rank them among 
the scarcer and more desirable 
mementos of the New York cele- 
bration for the ''Hero of Manila Bay."

During the night of April 30, 1898, Dewey's Asiatic Squadron passed the forts at the 
entrance to Manila Bay, steaming up to Sangley Point, where they attacked the anchored 
Spanish fleet at daybre^. The Spanish vessels, under Admiral Montojo, consisted of six 
unprotected cruisers, the largest being the flagship Reina Christina, and three gunboats. 
Opposing them were four protected American cruisers, led by the flagship Olympia, and two 
gunboats. Although the Spanish were outgunned on the water, a single well-placed round 
from one of the great shore batteries could have destroyed any of the American ships. By 
noon the entire Spanish force had been sunk or burned, and more than 300 men killed or 
wounded; total American losses tallied 8 men, slightly wounded. One witness to the 
precision destruction displayed by the Asiatic Squadron commented that the margin of 
victory arose from "the fact that while the Spaniards were utterly reckless of danger, the 
Americans showed cool courage; where the Spaniards fought in a frenzy of rage, the 
Americans made and maintained the attack with deliberate and relentless determination."

Musings About an Encased Postage Stamp 


Sometimes in numismatics the study 
of one item reinforces our knowledge 
of another. For many years I have been 
familiar with various encased postage 
stamps, which were first issued in 1862 
under a patent by J. Gault as a sub- 
stitute for circulating coinage (which at 
the time was hoarded and quite scarce). 
Basically, the typical encased postage 
stamp is about the diameter of a quarter 
dollar and consists of a brass frame 
within which is a regular-issue United 
States postage stamp, visible through a 
transparent mica window. Scovill Man- 
ufacturing Company of Waterbury, 
Connecticut — a maker of tokens, 
imiform buttons and similar items — 
manufactured the brass holder. 

Advertisements of various merchants 
are usually foimd on the backs of the 
issues. The Aerated Bread Company of 
New York City was one such advertiser, 
as was Lord Taylor, Mendum's 
Family Wine Emporium, White the 
Hatter and a host of others. Additional 
varieties were created by using different 
denominations of stamps in values of 
1, 3, 5, 10, 12, 24, 30 and 90 cents, the 
higher denominations being quite elu- 
sive today. 

As a collector with a great interest in 
history, antiques and the like, I have 
always been on the lookout for mem- 
orabilia relating to the issuers of en- 
cased postage stamps. Although I never 
hope to see a dried-up loaf of '"aerated" 
bread, I have found several original 
bottles used for Ayer's Sasparilla 
(another encased postage stamp adver- 
tiser) and even a packet of Ayer's 
Cathartic Pills (given to me several 
years ago by Byron Johnson, who was 
then a member of the ANA Board of 
Governors). I suppose one could obtain 
any number of modem artifacts from 
Lord Taylor, Shillito (a Cincinnati 
department store) or the North America 
Life Insurance Company, all encased 
postage stamp advertisers that still con-

Two years ago I came across some 
copies of "Mrs. Winslow's Domestic 
Receipt Book," a yearly almanac that 
made its appearance in 1860 and con- 
tinued to be published for several 
decades. At first I thought the word 
"receipt" in the title was a glaring error, 
for the almanac contained recipes for 
such items as plum pudding, cracker pie 
and buckwheat cakes. Intrigued, I con- 
sulted a dictionary published in the 
1860s and found, much to my surprise, 
that the primary definition of the word 
was "a formula for use in cooking or 
food preparation." The cover of each 
issue bears the notation 

This book will be issued annually, 
with entirely new receipts. By pre- 
serving them, and sewing them to- 
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gether, you will have, in a few years, 
the best collection of receipts in the 
country. 

My fascination with these particular 
almanacs lies in the fact that they were 
issued by John I. Brown Sons, pro- 
ducers of Mrs. Winslow's Soothing 
Syrup and Brown's Bronchial Troches. 
TTie tenth edition of Paper Money of the 
United States by Robert Friedberg in- 
forms us that encased postage stamps 
bearing advertisements for Brown's 
Bronchial Troches were issued in de- 
nominations of 1, 3, 5, 10, 12, 24 and 
30 cents. The 3-cent and 5-cent values

seem to be the most common and are 
assigned a catalog value of $275 and 
$225, respectively. The 10-cent denom- 
ination merits a listing of $425, while 
the rare 24-cent and 30-cent pieces are 
valued at $2,000 and $3,250. 

What exactly were Brown's Bronchial 
Troches? According to the "Receipt 
Book," they were lozenges that "In con- 
sumption . . . will afford great relief. 
They promote expectoration and allay 
the hacking cough. For asthmatic, con- 
sumptive and chronic coughs, which 
are more or less troublesome at night, 
great rehef will be experienced by taking 
at bed-time one or two of the Troches, 
which will insure ease and comfortable 
rest." 

In all areas of patent medicine, 
testimonials played a prominent role in 
advertising. Thus in 1862, when the 
Civil War was raging and encased 
postage stamps featuring advertisements 
for Brown's Bronchial Troches were in 
circulation, testimonials from those in 
the military were especially believable. 
E.F. Jones, who was assigned to Camp 
Constitution, wrote on January 28, 
1862:

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Testimonials of medical doctors were 
especially effective, consequently the 
comments of Wm. Dickinson, M.D., 
who was associated with a military 
hospital in Missouri, were particularly 
important: 

Your far-famed and most service- 
able Brown's Bronchial Troches were 
received. Use of them is being made 
in the hospital of which I have charge, 
and with very beneficial and decided 
results in allaying bronchial irritation 
and morbid sensitiveness of mucous 
membrane of glottis and parts adjacent. 

On the other hand. Dr. George F. 
Bigelow observed in part that the 
nostrum seemed to be a ''simple and 
elegant form for administering, in com- 
bination, several medicinal substances, 
held in general esteem among physi- 
cians in the treatment of bronchial 
affections." 

Brown was aware of the competition, 
for it was further stated in the dmanac: 

There are many imitations, repre- 
sented to be the same as Brown's Bron- 
chial Troches, which are in most 
cases productive of injury. Many 
dealers will recommend inferior prep- 
arations and lower priced articles, 
affording more profit to themselves. 

Be sure to obtain only Brown's Bron- 
chial Troches, which by long exper- 
ience, have proved their value, having 
received the sanction of physicians 
generally, and testimonials from emi- 
nent men throughout the country. 

Among the "eminent men" testifying 
to the curative powers of the lozenges 
were numerous public figures. Charles 


A. Phelps, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Senate, stated, "I have used 
them frequently during the past five 
years and regard them as the best 
preparation known to me for the vocal 
organs." C.H. Gardner, principal of the 
Rutgers Female Institute, wrote to say 
that he recommended the medicine to 
his people, and many ministers, teachers 
and politicians also extolled their great 
value. 

Advertising on encased postage stamps 
did not constitute Brown's only in- 
volvement in numismatics. A few 
months ago Charles McSorley sent me 
an interesting package of 19th-century 
printed material, among which was a 
four-page leaflet, "A List of U.S. Silver 
Coins Which Command a Premium." 
The issuer was none other than Brown's 
Bronchial Troches! Bearing a copyright 
date of 1886, the brochure noted that 
silver dollars of the years 1794-1804 and 
1836-1839, and Liberty Seated issues of 
1848, 1851-1858, 1861, 1863-1865 and 
1867 had numismatic merit, as did 
trade dollars of 1879-1883. Among half

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dollars having value were those dated 
before 1806, as well as various later 
dates. Interestingly, half dollars of the 
1880s were given numismatic value 
and, perhaps in anticipation of its is- 
suance, an 1887 half dollar was also 
listed. In actuality, the brochure in my 
possession may have been issued after 


1886 but still features its original 
copyright date. Illustrating the brochure 
are beautifully engraved representations 
of United States coins, with details 
much finer that those on the actual 
coinage. 

Before concluding, it should be ob- 
served that Brown's Bronchial Troches 
were first sold in 1850 and by the 1880s 
were packaged in boxes at a price of 25 
cents per box. I have yet to come across 
a box of Brown's Bronchial Troches, but 
if I do, it will have special numismatic 
meaning. Hopefully, if you find a such 
a box, you will give it more than just 
passing consideration. However, I must 
issue a warning: you should not ingest 
these or any early patent medicines, for 
analysis has revealed that all sorts of 
substances now considered dangerous 
were used in formulation of certain 
products. For example, Drake's Plan- 
tation Bitters (also an advertiser on 
encased postage stamps) apparently 
contained strychnine, a deadly poison! 
Mrs. Winslow's Soothing Syrup, also 
made by the manufacturer of Brown's 
Bronchial Troches, was found to con- 
tain a generous amount of opium. 
Advertised as the ideal product to 
soothe crying infants, use of the syrup 
occasiondly resulted in death. As a 
result of such occurrences, together with 
a growing awareness of the fraudulent 
claims of patent medicine, the Pure 
Food and Drug Act was passed in 1906.

One of the beautiful things about 
numismatics is the camaraderie and 
esprit de corps that develops among 
devotees of the avocation. Informal 
meetings of these aficionados often 
quickly and logically result in the for- 
mation of coin clubs and the issuance 


of periodicals about numismatics. 

It would be difficult to find a better 
illustration of this development than 
that of the work initiated by Dr. George 
F. Heath, a small-town physician from 
Michigan who lived most of his life 
during the 19th century. With a pro- 
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nounced interest in numismatics, and 
not too many acquaintances with which 
to share the hobby, Heath invited a few 
friends to join him in parlor-room 
discussions. The results were the crea- 
tion of The Numismatist, first pub- 
lished in 1888 and now only a scant five 
years from its centennial, and the 
founding of the American Numismatic 
Association, which has more than 
35,000 members from every state in the 
Union and many foreign countries. Of 
even greater import is the fact that the 
ANA has spawned many hundreds of 
numismatic clubs. 

Most clubs are, by necessity, general 
in scope, but the time comes when 
specialized interest prevails, and clubs 
dealing in limited areas surface. Thus, 
we have groups whose prime interests 
are, perhaps, large cents, wooden money, 
love tokens, English sovereigns, talers 
or a horde of other specialized subjects. 

In the Roman Coin Project juniors are

offered the opportunity to earn Roman 
and Byzantine coins, thereby giving 
them a chance to participate in an area 
generally reserved for adults. Several 
groups around the country meet regu- 
larly to study ancient coins, and RCP 
earners might find it tremendously ad- 
vantageous to get acquainted with such 
organizations. One group meets in St. 
Louis several times during the school 
year to discuss ancient history and coins. 
Coin earners in this area can contact 
Mr. Verland Nelson (314/962-8675) or 
Mr. C.E. Rowe (314/965-0732) for infor- 
mation about the meetings beginning 
in November. 

Groups throughout North America 
that specialize in ancient numismatics 
can be invaluable to the RCP participant 
as well as other interested collectors. 
Similar groups so desiring can be men- 
tioned in future RCP columns; I urge 
them to respond and further the cause 
of our mutual field.

Commemorative Series Celebrates Scouting 
The British Royal Mint has been author- ^ 


ized by the World Scout Movement to 
strike gold and silver coins in both Proof j 
and Uncirculated conditions on behalf of \ 


12 countries in celebration of the 75th an- 
niversary of the Scout Movement and the 
125th anniversary of the birth of its 
founder, Robert Baden-Powell. At this 
time coins of five countries commemo- 
rating the ''Year of the Scout" (1982-83) 
are available to North American col- 
lectors: Ascension Island, East Caribbean 
States, St. Helena, Trista de Cunha and 
Turkey. The coins of Liberia, the last of 
the first set, are currently in the final stage 
of design. 

Depicting various Scouting scenes, the 
legal tender coins are struck in 22kt gold 
and .925 sterling silver, and are limited to 
mintages of 2,000 for the gold Proof and 
Uncirculated pieces and 10,000 for the 
silver issues. The Tristan de Cunha two- 
pound gold piece shows a group of Scouts 
aboard a small sailing vessel, while the 25 
pence bears the Scout symbol, the fleur- 
de-lis, originally used by Baden-Powell. 
The reverse of the St. Helena gold two 
pound depicts a group of Scouts at a camp- 
fire preparing food, and the 25 pence 
carries the Year of the Scout international 
logo with the inscription THE YEAR OF 
THE SCOUT— 1907-1982. Hiking Scouts 

with the sun in the background. The $200 
gold coin will feature a Scout saluting; 
details of the $20 silver issue are not cur- 
rently available. 

The Royal Mint is offering a discount 
on advance purchase of the first set of six 
coins, or each piece can be secured in- 
dividually. Prices are $3,075 for the gold 
Proof set, $2,505 for the gold Uncirculated 
set, $279 for the silver Proof set and $222 
for the silver Uncirculated set. Orders and

Set Commemorates World Food Day 
The British Royal Mint has been com- 
missioned by nine member coimtries of 
the United Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organization (FAO) to strike Proof and 
Uncirculated sets of coins originally 
struck in 1981 to commemorate the first 
annual World Food Day (WFD). The col-

in the foreground. Both obverses bear an 
inscription in Turkish. The Liberian coins 
will share a common obverse showing the 
Liberian crest, a sailing boat and palm tree 
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lection consists of coins from Bhutan, the 
East Caribbean States, Gambia, the Mal- 
dive Islands, Malta, Mauritius, Nepal, 
Seychelles and Swaziland. All the coins 
are struck in .925 sterling silver with the 
exception of the .500 silver Seychelleas 
coin and the cupro-nickel coin from the 
East Caribbean States. 

The Seychelles 100-rupee has a dia- 
meter of 42mm and weighs 35 grams. The 
reverse pictures a native preparing copra 
(dried coconut meat), and its obverse 
depicts the Seychelles coat-of-arms sup- 
ported by two swordfish. 

The Maltese 2-pound coin weighs 11.31 
grams and has a diameter of 28.5mm. The 
reverse illustrates a fishing scene and the 
obverse pictures a traditional high-prowed 
Maltese dinghy. 

With a diameter of 38.61mm and a 
weight of 28.28 grams, the Mauritius 
10-rupee coin portrays on its reverse a 
native cutting cane and the Machin por- 
trait of Queen Elizabeth n on the obverse. 

The Republic of Maidive 100 rupee 
features on its reverse two native women 
working in the fields and bears on its 
obverse the national emblem flanked by 
two Maidive flags. The coin is 38.61mm 
in diameter and weighs 28.28 grams. 

The $10 coin from the East Caribbean 
States measures 40.7mm in diameter and 
weighs 28 grams. The coin depicts on its 
reverse the WED symbol and on its ob- 
verse the denomination encircled by palm 
branches. 

Swaziland's 1 lilangeni, measuring 30mm 
in diameter and weighing 11.66 grams, 
incorporates the slogan FOOD FIRST in its 
reverse design, which features a tradi- 
tionally-costumed woman husking maize. 
The obverse portrays the late King 
Sobhuza 11 . 

The reverse of the Nepal 100 rupee 
depicts a native woman harvesting rice; 
the obverse bears an inscription in Nepali. 
The coin has a diameter of 40nim and 
weighs 25 grams. 

A portrait of Gambia's President appears 
on the obverse of that country's 20 dalasis, 
weighing 28.28 grams and measuring 
38.61mm in diameter. The reverse of the 
coin portrays farmworkers picking cotton. 

The World Food Day Proof set with dis- 
play case is priced at US$390, while the 
Uncirculated set with coin folder sells for 
US$279. Proof versions of coins from 


Bhutan, the Eastern Caribbean States, 
Gambia, the Maidive Islands, Mauritius, 
Nepal and Seychelles may be purchased 
singly for US$49 each. The coins are also 
available in Brilliant Uncirculated condi- 
tion and are priced at US$39 each, with 
the exception of the East Caribbean States 
Uncirculated coin, which sells for US$19. 
Singly purchased coins from Malta and 
Swaziland are priced at US$45 for Proof 
condition and US$29 for Uncirculated.

Gold Proof Coins Issued 
The sovereign, half sovereign and two- 
pound gold coins of Great Britian are 
available as Proof sets or individually. 
Demand for the new coins should be hi^ 
since mintage has been held to 12,500 for 
the two pound and 22,500 for the sov- 
ereigns. Carrying a common obverse of 





Machin's portrait of the Queen and a 
reverse depicting "Saint George and the 
Dragon," all are struck in 22kt gold. The 
sovereign weighs 7.98 grams with a dia- 
meter of 22.05mm; the half sovereign — 
3.99 grams, 19.30mm; and the two-pound 
coin — 15.98 grams, 28.40mm. The coins' 
frosted relief creates an unusual contrast 
with the highly polished background. 
Each coin is protected by a clear acrylic 
presentation case or a special handmade 
case created to accommodate the three- 
coin set.

Issues Honor Historic Portuguese Coins 

The 17th European Art Exhibition, held 
under the auspices of the Council of 
Europe, took place in Lisbon, Portugal, 
this summer. The Portuguese Govern- 
ment has authorized the Lisbon State 
Mint to strike and issue a set of three .835 
silver coins commemorating the event. 
The reverse design of the new coins 
features reproductions of famous Por- 
tuguese coins from the ''Discoveries" 
Period. 

Measuring 34mm in diameter and 
weighing 21 grams, the 1,000-escudos 
coin depicts the obverse of the world- 
renowned gold ten-cruzados "Portugues," 
the heaviest gold coin of the 15th and 
16th centuries. 

The 750-escudos coin features a repre- 
sentation of the obverse design of the 
mysterious silver "Indio" of King Manuel 
1, struck in 1499. Although written 
records of the "Indio" have survived, no 
specimens are known to exist in collec- 
tors' hands. The new issue measures 
30mm in diameter and has a weight of 
12.5 grams. 

The 500-escudos coin honors the gold 
half escudo of Ceuta, minted during the 
re^ of King Alfonso V (1438-1481) at the 
mint of Ceuta, an important African city 
conquered by the Portuguese in 1415. The 



500-escudo piece weighs 7 grams and 
measures 25mm in diameter. 

All three commemoratives have a com- 
mon obverse that features a Portuguese 
Cross of Christ and a nautical astrolabe 
superimposed over a 16th century sphere 
of the universe. Encircling the obverse 
design are the legends REPUBLICA PORTU- 
GUESA and DISCOVERIES— RENAISSANCE. 

Including postage and handling, the 
commemorative coin sets are available for 
US$40 and US$80 for the Uncirculated 
and Proof versions, respectively.

lYC Coin Issued 

The Dominican Republic has joined 
several other countries in the UNICEF- 
International Year of the Child Coin Pro- 
gram by producing a Proof silver 10-peso 
coin. The obverse design features a young 
school boy drawing a house. Above the 
house is the legend QUIERO APRENDER (I 
want to learn). The symbols of UNICEF 



and lYC flank the central design element 
and the denomination 10 PESOS is located 
below. Encircling the upper field of the 
obverse is the inscription ANO INTER- 
NACIONAL DEL NINO (International Year 
of the Child). 

The reverse of the coin depicts the coat- 
of-arms of the Dominican Republic and 
the legend REPUBLIC DOMINICA 1982. 
Measuring 38.61mm in diameter, the .925 
fine silver coin was sculpted by Michael 
Rizello of England and struck by Valcam- 
bi in Switzerland. Information about the 
Dominican Republic's new UNICEF-IYC 
10-peso Proof silver coin can be obtained 
from The Honorable Francis L. Kellogg, 
Director-General, UNICEF-IYC Coin Pro- 
gram, Suite 410, 866 United Nations 
Plaza, New York, NY 10017.

Third Series Depicts Winter Games 

The third of six three-coin series com- 
prising the Sarajevo 1984 Olympic Coin 
Program has been released by Yugoslavia. 
Depicted on the .925 fine sterling silver 
series are winter sports never before com- 
memorated by official host countries. All 
three legal-tender Proof coins display a 
common obverse that incorporates the 
XIV Winter Games emblem — a stylized 
snowflake beneath the traditional five 
Olympic rings — the national coat-of-arms 
of Yugoslavia, date of issue and 
denomination. 

Depicting the biathlon event, the 500- 
dinar denomination is 38mm in diameter 
and weighs 23 grams, the reverse bearing 
the likenesses of a cross-country skier and 
a marksman. The 34mm 250-dinar piece 
weighs 17 grams and depicts the myster- 
ious, elaborately-carved Radimlja Tombs, 



dating from the 13th century. The bobsled 
event is portrayed on the 100-dinar issue, 
which measures 20mm and weighs 13 
grams. As with all Yugoslavian silver 
Olympic issues, mintage will be held to 
110,000 worldwide. 



Marking the first time a host nation has 
issued gold coins to commemorate the 
Winter Games, three 5,000-dinar Proof 
coins have been authorized, with the first, 
dated 1982, bearing the official emblem 
of the Games; the second, dated 1983, 
portraying Josip Broz TitO; and the third, 
dated 1984, carrying the eternal Olympic 
flame. Sharing the common obverse, they 
are 24mm in diameter, contain eight 
grams of .900 fine gold and have a mint- 
age of 55,000 each. 

Complete eighteen-coin collections con- 
sisting of three gold and fifteen silver 
coins are now available by subscription 
through direct mail. Each silver and gold 
series also is obtainable through a net- 
work of selected dealers.

ROMANIA 

Proof Sets Released 

The Government of Romania has com- 
missioned the Franklin Mint to strike 
serially-numbered Proof coin sets featuring 
the new 1,000-lei gold and 50-lei sterling 
silver coins along with the 500-lei gold 
and 100-lei silver coins released last year. 

Depicted on the reverse of the l,0()0-lei 
and 100-lei coins is a portrait of a Dacian 
(an ancient Romanian.) The reverse of the 
500-lei and 50-lei coins portrays a battle 
scene based on carvings from Trajan's 
column in Rome. The obverse of all the 
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coins bears the coat-of-arms of modem 
Romania. 

Mintage of the four-coin Proof sets is 
limited to 1,000 with a cost per set of 
$850. Unnumbered Proofs are available at 
a single-purchase price of $500 for the 
1,000-lei gold, $285 for the 500-lei gold, 
$40 for the 100-lei sterling silver and $25 
for the 50-lei sterling silver. Information 
regarding Romania's first serially num-

Mint Director Introduces Gold Pieces 
Mint Director Donna Pope presided at 
a special ceremony held at the ANA's 
92nd Anniversary Convention in San 
Diego, marking the first public showing 
of the 1983 U.S. gold one-ounce and half- 
ounce pieces. Designed by Phillip Fowler, 
the new one-ounce piece features a bust 
of American poet Robert Frost and, on 
the reverse, the inscription TWO ROADS 
DIVERGED IN A WOOD, AND I-/I TOOK 



THE ONE LESS TRAVELED BY, /AND THAT 
HAS MADE ALL THE DIFFERENCE en- 
circled by AMERICAN ARTS COMMEMO- 
RATIVE SERIES ONE OUNCE GOLD. A 
four-time Pulitzer Prize winner. Frost is 
best remembered for his poetry about the 
people and landscape of his native New 
England. 

Portraying a bust of American artist 
Alexander Calder, the half-ounce medal- 
lion designed by Michael lacocca depicts 
one of Calder' s famous creations on the 
reverse. Calder is noted for his brightly- 
colored constellations called "mobiles," 
which consist of painted shapes con- 
nected by wire and set into motion by 
wind, and for his complex immobile 
structures known as "stabiles." Trained 
as a mechanical engineer, Calder's later 



works included huge, heavy, yet deli- 
cately-balanced mobile stmctures created 
for public buildings. 

Produced under the American Arts 
Gold Medallion Act of 1978, the medals 
also have honored Grant Wood, Mark 
Twain, Louis Armstrong, Marian Ander- 
son, Willa Gather and Frank Lloyd 
Wright. Struck in 21.6kt gold, the one- 
ounce piece measures 1.27 inches in 
diameter and 0.11 inches in thickness, 
while the half-ounce medallions are 
1.09 by 0.08 inches. 


Lech Walesa and Solidarity 
Commemora ted 

Designed by Russian artist Alex Shagin, 
an antiqued bronze medal has been issued 
by Numismarketing Associates to honor 
the Polish trade union Solidarity and its 
embattled leader. Lech Walesa. The SVi- 
inch issue is offered in a limited edition 
of 100 pieces and bears a portrait of 
Walesa on the obverse and the inscription 
SOLIDARNOSC on the reverse. 

A senior artist with the Leningrad Mint 
before emigrating to the United States, 
Shagin rendered the design in the hope 
that the people of Poland will soon 
achieve the goals of Solidarity.

Year of the Boar Commemorative Issued 

Collectible coins for calendar year 1983 
have been struck and distributed by the 
Singapore Mint for issuance throu^out 
the Republic of Singapore and for collec- 
tors worldwide. The coins — a $10 silver 
Proof, a $500 gold Proof, an Uncirculated 
mint set and a $10 Uncirculated nickel 
piece — commemorate the ''Year of the 
Boar," which began Febmary 13, 1983 and 
ends February 1, 1984. 

Measuring 40.7mm and containing 31.1 
grams of .500 fine silver, the $10 Proof 
bears the Singapore coat-of-arms on the 
obverse and a representation of a boar en- 
circled by the twelve animals of the 
Oriental zodiac on the reverse. Priced at 
US$30, it will have a limited mintage of 
20 , 000 . 

The $500 coin, struck from 22k t gold, 
measures 28.5mm, weighs 16.96 grams 
and has a maximum mintage of 5,000 
pieces. A legal-tender issue, the gold coin 
features the coat-of-arms and the date 
1983 on the obverse, and an engraving of 
a boar and the denomination 500 
DOLLARS on the reverse. Priced at 
US$610, including postage and insurance, 
the issue is presented in a red brocade- 
bound box accompanied by a numbered 
certificate of authenticity.

More High-Quality Alterations Surface 


Recently inspected by the ANACS staff 
was an extremely deceptive group of 
added-mintmark Buffalo nickels, consist- 
ing of a 1921-S, 1924-S, 1926-D and 
1926-S, all in Uncirculated condition. The 
style of the added mintmark on each coin 
is virtually indistinguishable from that of 
a genuine mintmark. The method of 
alteration was very precise, as no trace of 
a ''seam'' could be found under normal 
stereoscopic magnification. 

To prove these pieces were altered, it 
was necessary to consult ANACS' micro- 
photography file, which records thousands 
of genuine die characteristics. Die polish 
marks and die cracks on the suspected 
coins were matched with similar marks 
on genuine Philadelphia Mint five-cent

pieces. The suspicions were confirmed 
when comparison revealed two or more 
matching diagnostics. No two genuine 
U.S. dies have identical die polish because 
all dies are polished by hand. 

A more subjective method was also 
used during examination of the coins. 
Most specialists will agree that Phila- 
delphia Mint issues differ obviously in ap- 
pearance from issues produced by branch 
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D and S mintmaik styles of genuine five-cent pieces issued during the 1920s.

mints. In the 1920s the Denver and San 
Francisco Mints had serious problems 
with quality control. Typical Buffalo 
nickels produced by branch mints during 
this period were poorly struck from worn, 
eroded dies. Subtle differences in lustre, 
striking characteristics and surface quahty 
indicate which branch mint produced the 
coin and thus which mintmark should ap- 
pear on its surface. If the overall ap- 
pearance of a coin suggests it is a 
Philadelphia Mint product, the presence 
of a D or S mintmark instantly should 
arouse suspicion. As has been mentioned 
numerous times in the past, it is impera- 
tive to study the entire coin when trying 
to determine its authenticity. 

The method of alteration used for the 
coins illustrated here is a refined version 
of a familiar technique. A microscopically- 
thin metal base is attached to the face of 
the corn, presumably using one of the new 
''super glues," to provide a smooth surface 
on which to adhere the mintmark. The 
base is then polished to create a plateau 
effect and blend its edges into the field of 
the coin. The mintmark is then attached 
to the base and lightly smoothed over, 
again to help it blend into the field. The 
source of the mintmarks is most likely a 
common date Buffalo nickel of the same 
time period, such as a 1928-D or 1928-S. 
Because of the painstaking work involved 
in producing these altered pieces, it is 
doubtful that a large number will surface,- 
the "technician" apparently prefers quahty 
to quantity.

San Diego Convention Unqualified Success 

Attended by almost 10,000 individuals, the ANA's 92nd Anniversary Convention 
held in San Diego, California, August 16-20, was one of the busiest shows in recent 
years. Most dealers on the 300-table bourse floor reported lively trade, and many were 
convinced that the convention's success was indicative of the rising numismatic market. 

Collectors able to tear themselves away from the intriguing numismatic offerings 
of the bourse participated in a wide variety of convention activities, including the Educa- 
tional Forum, Numismatic Theatre, ANA auction, meetings of the Board and various 
special-interest groups, tours of San Diego, YN events, and, of course, the annual 
banquet. 

Highlighting the five days of hectic activity was a special appearance by nationally- 
acclaimed artist Peter Max, who designed the cover of this year's official auction catalog.

MEETINGS 

As is customary, the ANA Board of 
Governors met in several sessions during 
the convention to discuss Association 
business and policies. Perhaps of most in- 
terest to members is the Board's decision 
to raise membership dues, an action 
necessitated by increasing operational 
costs. Effective January 1, 1984, the dues 
hike will not affect life memberships for 
individuals or clubs. Regular membership 
will increase from $18 to $21; club 
membership, from $20 to $23; junior 
membership, from $10 to $11; and as- 
sociate membership, from $3 to $4. Non- 
member subscribers to The Numismatist 
can expect to pay $28 per year, up $3 from 
last year, and those outside the United 
States will pay $33, again a $3 increase. 

The Board also reviewed the Associa- 
tion's revised budget, announcing that the 
next two fiscal years are predicted to be 
in the black. At present, the 1985-86 
budget is not balanced, but the Board an- 
ticipates further budgetary revisions that 
will correct the projected deficit. 

Approved as the official auctioneer for 
the ANA'S Baltimore convention in 1985 
was Heritage Numismatic Auctions of 
Dallas, Texas. The firm's owners, Steve 
Ivy and James Halperin, offered the ANA 
$310,000 or 8 percent of the total net 
prices realized, excluding buyer's com- 
mission, up to a maximum of $500,000.

Day/' which precedes the official opening 
of convention. National Coin Week repre- 
sentatives presented suggested themes for 
next year's observance, with the Board 
ultimately deciding on "Numismatics: A 
Foundation for Friendship."

AUCTION 

Floor bidders purchased almost 80 per- 
cent of the numismatic material offered 
at the ANA auction, which was con- 
ducted by Kagin's Numismatic Invest- 
ment Corporation of Des Moines, Iowa. 
Great excitement was generated by an 
1870-S Seated Liberty silver dollar, graded 
VF-30, which commanded a bid of $63,000. 
An 1857-Z Peruvian 8 reales opened at 
$10,500, eventually realizing $26,000. An 
1855 Peruvian Proof set, representing the 
earliest foreign coins struck by a U.S. 
Mint, sold for $16,000. Top price realized 
for a single lot was $389,000 for an 1872 
U.S. pattern Proof gold set, which in- 
cluded $1, $21/2, $3, $5, $10 and $20 
denominations. All told, the 4,800 lots 
offered in the five-session auction realized 
a total of $5.5 million, one million dollars 
in excess of original estimates.

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AWARDS 

Farran Zerbe Award 

Presented in recognition of meritorious 
service to the Association, the annual 
Farran Zerbe Award was given to Clyde 
Hubbard, respected authority on Latin 
American numismatics. The honor was 
bestowed upon Hubbard during the awards 
banquet by ANA President Adna Wilde, 
Jr., who prefaced the presentation with a 
short history of Hubbard's accomplish- 
ments. A native of Philadelphia, Hubbard 
began his numismatic career in 1947, 
when he moved to Mexico. He is a found- 
ing member of Sociedad Numismatica de 
Mexico, the Federation of Numismatists 
of Cuba and Numismaticos Colombiano. 

Medal of Merit 

This year four distinguished hobbyists 
were called forth to accept the Associa- 
tion's prestigious Medal of Merit, an 
honor awarded to select members who 
display an outstanding commitment to 
numismatics. Joining the ranks of past 
Medal of Merit recipients are Gene 
Hynds, Clifford Mishler, Austin M. Shee- 
hen, Jr. and Arthur M. Kagin. 

In past years Gene Hynds, a familiar 
face to those who regularly attend ANA 
conventions, has provided invaluable ser- 
vice to the Association as an exhibit judge 
and convention organizer, overseeing the 
bourse and exhibit areas. 

Cliff Mishler, a founding member of the 
Token and Medal Society, cultivated his 
career in numismatic publishing in the 
1950s, joining Krause Publications in 
1963. Always an active promoter of the 
hobby. Cliff has been influential in 
numismatic legislation. 

Austin Sheehen, Jr., who claimed his 
25-year membership medal at this con- 
vention, is recognized as being instru- 
mental in the acquisition of the Richard 
W. Lloyd collection for the ANA Museum. 
A student of paper money, he published 
the Bank Note Reporter from 1975 to 
1978. 

A member of 45 years' standing. Art 
Kagin has contributed valuable informa- 
tion to several numismatic references and 
has pioneered numismatic education by

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A Tribute to Arthur Braddan Coole 

The following speech was delivered by Mrs. Rose Chan Houston, assistant curator of Far 
Eastern coins at the American Numismatic Society, during the official dedication of the Ar- 
thur Braddan Coole Oriental Library, |uly 10, 1983. 


Arthur Braddan Coole was, as every- 
one who is familiar with East Asian 
numismatics knows, the dean of Chinese 
numismatic scholars in the western 
world for almost half a century. His 
contributions to our understanding of 
Chinese coinage are many, and his 
devotion and enthusiasm for Chinese 
numismatics were a great sustaining 
force in this country where interest in 
Chinese coins had been modest at best. 

Arthur B. Coole was bom at the dawn 
of the 20th century (January 6, 1900) in 
Birmingham, Kansas. His father was a 
medical missionary of the Methodist 
faith, with a strong interest in numis- 
matics. Hence, it was from his father 
that young Arthur inherited his mis- 
sionary fervor and numismatic interest 
that shaped his entire life. 

Arthur's first contact with China was 
at the age of six when his family moved 
to Kutien (Gutian) in Kukien Province, 
where his father was given the post of 
superintendent of the Methodist Boys 
Schools. Soon Arthur showed an in- 
terest in Chinese coins, and he began 
collecting them at age nine. During 
those early years, Arthur was often 
fmstrated by the fact that there was no 
comprehensive work on Chinese coins 
in the English language. He felt the 
need for a reference work that could 
give him the origin, chronology, his- 
torical background, and everything else 
there was to know about the various 
types of Chinese coins he was collect- 
ing. He was, in other words, becoming 
a numismatist even at that early age 
because his interest was not limited to 
the mere collecting and possession of 
coins; he was eager to learn all about 
them. 

With the utmost patience and dedi- 
cation — character traits that remained

with him all his life — young Arthur 
began collecting Chinese books on 
coins and history that were available at 
the time. In 1914 the Coole family 
returned to the United States, thus 
giving Arthur a chance to pursue higher 
education in both the arts and sciences 
at Baker University in Kansas, the Iliff 
School of Theology and the University 
of Denver. But during this time his 
numismatic interest lay dormant; his 
Chinese coin collecting came to a 
standstill. 

On the other hand, his missionary 
career advanced rapidly, so that by 1924 
he was ready for field service. Between 
1924 and 1948 he and his wife took five 
missionary trips to China, serving in 
various capacities in the cities of Peking, 
Tientsin and Chungking. It was during 
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Coole's second trip to China that he 
produced his first numismatic work, 
Coins in China's History. Published in 
1936, the book was an immediate 
success — and for good reasons. Though 
basically a catalog of Chinese coins 
from ancient times to the early Repub- 
lican years, Coins in China’s History 
provides essential background informa- 
tion, making it possible for the reader 
to examine and study the coins within 
a historical context. It was truly the 
product of an immense amount of 
patience, energy and thought, and set 
high standards for all future works on 
Chinese coins in the English language. 
What was more, it launched Coole into 
his long and fruitful career in 
numismatics. 

Coole 's fifth and final trip to China 
was in the fall of 1947. He was pastor 
of a Methodist church in Peking, but 
the political climate in China was 
deteriorating rapidly so that by Novem- 
ber of the following year it became evi- 
dent that it was unsafe for foreigners 
and missionaries to stay on in China. 
Coole finally left China on Thanks- 
giving Day of 1948, never to return to 
this land to which he had dedicated so 
much of his adult life. 

By the time he left China, Coole had 
a collection of Chinese coins that was 
the envy of most collectors. The collec- 
tion consisted of more than 6,000 coins, 
ranging from the earliest spade and 
knife coins, some dating back as far as 
the beginning of the Zhou dynasty 
(1122-221 B.C.), to the machine-struck 
silver and copper coins of the early 
Republican era, the first two decades of 
the 20th century. 

It is an indisputable fact that the col- 
lecting of Chinese coins is a hobby that 
demands real dedication and the utmost 
patience, for not only is the deciphering 
of inscriptions on the coins a frustration 
for the uninitiated, but the coins them- 
selves, being mostly of base metal, 
defy one's aesthetic sensibilities. All 
the same, it does have its rewarding 
moments, especially when one con- 


siders the prices involved. For what one 
has to pay for a simple Byzantine 
solidus or a run-of-the-mill U.S. Morgan 
dollar, one can purchase a large number 
of Chinese copper cash coins and have 
hours of fun cataloging them. Besides, 
learning to recognize Chinese char- 
acters on the coins is a challenge that 
carries with it immense satisfaction. 

However, in order to collect Chinese 
coins in a meaningful rather than 
haphazard way, a knowledge of the 
history of Chinese coinage is essential. 
After all, Chinese coinage is one aspect 
of Chinese culture, and so its develop- 
ment is by necessity closely tied in with 
other areas of Chinese civilization. 

As most are no doubt aware, China 
has one of the longest histories of 
coinage in the world. Before the appear- 
ance of metallic money, the chief 
means of exchange in China was barter. 
Various kinds of grain and precious 
stones were used for that purpose. 
Through archaeological finds and his- 
torical records, we have learned that the 
earliest form of money used in China 
was the cowry shell, which can be 
traced as far back as the 17th century 
B.C. These shells were used individu- 
ally or in strings, depending on the need 
of the occasion. The surface of these 
shells was usually ground flat, while the 
underside displayed teeth-like ridges. 

According to ancient literature, the 
earliest types of metallic money used 
in China were the bu and dao, com- 
monly known as "spade" and "knife" 
coins in the western world. We do not 
know exactly when these coins came 
into existence, but it is generally agreed 
among numismatists that they first ap- 
peared around the second half of the 9th 
century B.C. In any case, by the 7th 
century B.C. both the spade and knife 
coins were commonly used throughout 
China. 

The early bu or spade coins retained 
the shape of the farm implement from 
which they were derived; all were made 
of bronze, had hollow handles and large 
rectangular blades with a cutting edge. 
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Chinese spade money. 

They varied in size and weight, depend- 
ing on the time and location of their 
issue. As time went on, these coins 
began to lose their original shape and 
functional features: the handles became 
flat, the shoulders of the blade became 
round or pointed, and the cutting edge 
of the blade split in two, giving the ap- 
pearance of two feet. Above all, they 
became much smaller in size, more 
fragile and featured legends, indicating 
their place of issue or their weight or 
value. 

Like the spade coins, the early knife 
coins were all quite large, closely 
resembling the household tool after 
which they were patterned, and had a 
slightly curved body with a ring at the 
lower end of the handle. The blade 
carries an inscription on its obverse and 
a design and/or legend on its reverse. 
The exact date of the first issuance of 
the knife coinage is also uncertain, but 
numismatists basically agree that it ap- 


peared about the same time or shortly 
after the first appearance of spade coins. 
The spade and knife coins continued to 
serve as major forms of currency in 
China until the second half of the 3rd 
century B.C., when they were gradually 
replaced by round bronze coins with a 
round or square hole in the middle. 

In 221 B.C. China was unified for the 
first time in her history, and with 
pohtical unity came currency uniformity. 
The new emperor of the Qin dynasty 
issued an edict forbidding the use of 
cowry shells, precious metals and spade, 
knife and round bronze coins as cur- 
rency. They were all to be replaced by 
round copper coins with a square hole 
in the center and the legend BANLIANG, 
meaning ''half ounce," on the obverse. 
These banliang coins remained in use 
in China for more than a century, with 
some variations in style and weight. In- 
cidentally, this was the same emperor 
whose tomb was recently discovered 
and from which thousands of terra-cotta 
figures of warriors, horses and chariots 
were excavated. 

Because of the quantity and longevi- 
ty of its issuance, the ancient Chinese 
coin best known to Westerners is un- 
doubtedly the wuzhu. First issued in 
118 B.C. to replace the banliang, the 
wuzhu coins circulated in China for 
more than 700 years. 

For all practical purposes, the evolu- 
tion of Chinese coinage reached its final 
phase during the Tang dynasty (618-906 
A.D.). In 620 A.D. the first emperor of 
Tang decreed that the coinage of the 
empire was to be a round copper coin 
with a square hole in the center, 
weighing one-tenth of a tael (a Chinese 
ounce) and measuring eight-tenths of an 
inch in diameter. Also, the characters 
tong bao or yuan bao, together with the 
nian hao, or regnal title of the reigning 
monarch, were to be inscribed on the 
obverse. Moreover, the legends were to 
be executed in a new style of calligraphy 
called li shu, thus abandoning the seal 
script that had been used since the 
beginning of Chinese coinage. 
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Chinese knife money. 


Because the first emperor of Tang's 
regnal title was Kai Yuan, his coins 
were all inscribed with the legend KAI 
YUAN TONG BAO on the obverse. Thus 
with the Kai Yuan tong bao coins, 
Chinese copper coinage had settled on 
its permanent form, remaining basically 
unchanged until the last decade of the 
19th century, when the ancient method 
of casting coins was abandoned in favor 
of modem minting machines that could 
strike more coins in one hour than 
those ancient coin moulds could pro- 
duce in one day. 

Although modem machine-stmck 
Chinese coins are usually quite hand- 
some and expensive — if they are of gold 
and silver — they do not present the 
same sense of challenge and history 
that the old cast coins do. Hence it is 
no surprise that the bulk of Arthur 
Coole's Chinese coin collection was 
composed of ancient knife and spade 
coins and the cast copper cash coins. 

Concurrent with his coin collecting, 
Coole was also gathering Chinese nu- 
mismatic and historical works, both 
ancient and contemporary. According 
to his own account, his library in 1940 
consisted of about 25 feet of shelf-space. 
This was the result of nine years' 
careful search for primary and second- 
ary materials on both coins and history. 
With this wealth of research materials, 
Coole was able to produce a dissertation 
on Far Eastern numismatic bibliog- 
raphy, which earned him a Master of 
Arts degree in Chinese studies at 


Yenchin University in Peking in 1940. 
This bibliography, compiled with the 
utmost care and patience that char- 
acterize all Coole's work, is a sig- 
nificant "first of its kind" in the English 
language. It serves as a useful tool for 
researchers in the field of Far Eastern 
numismatics. 

Although the years 1940 to 1947 were 
a time of great political and military 
turmoil in China, Coole was able to 
make the best of it through careful pur- 
chases, the result of which was a greatly 
enlarged personal hbrary of both quantity 
and quality. As Coole was proud to 
point out, his expanded library mea- 
sured 96 feet of shelf-space. 

It was this extensive personal collec- 
tion of research materials and the 
leisure afforded by retirement from 
active missionary work that prompted 
Coole to embark on the ambitious task 
of writing the Encyclopedia of Chinese 
Coins — a multi- volume work covering 
the entire range of Chinese coinage, 
from its very inception to its present- 
day sophistication. The purpose of this 
tremendous undertaking was to provide 
the world of Far Eastern numismatic 
scholarship with a much-needed standard 
work of reference and at the same time 
a handy, detailed catalog for Chinese 
coin collectors. By 1976, when volume 
six of his Encyclopedia came off the 
press, Coole's personal library had 
reached an impressive 120 feet of shelf- 
space (including a complete set of The 
Numismatist from 1950 to 1977). 
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Coole Oriental Library at ANA Headquarters. 


Code's entire collection is now 
housed in a beautiful edifice at the 
headquarters of the American Numis- 
matic Association. It will be made 
available to everyone who wishes to 
utilize it. For students of Far Eastern 
numismatics, this library will be a god- 
send because it contains more than 
2,000 titles, of which 250 are in the 
Chinese language, 100-odd in Japanese 
and the rest in major western languages. 

Of the 250 titles in Chinese, the most 
important is the Dynastic History of 
China, which encompasses 942 
volumes. These volumes, written by 
the court historians of each dynasty, are 
our most important and primary source 
of information on China from the 
beginning of recorded history through 
the Ming dynasty, which ended in the 
middle of the 1 7th century. The rest of 
the titles involve major works on all 
aspects of Far Eastern numismatics, 
economic and monetary systems, cal- 
ligraphy on coins and archaeological 
finds. All these works, in their original 
Chinese bindings, are now out-of-print 
and are considered rare books. 

The Japanese works are mostly 19th- 
and 20th-century publications, a small 
percentage of which were released 


before the 1800s. The western language 
titles are largely general works on 
numismatics with sections on Far 
Eastern coinages. There are also cata- 
logs of world coins, books on the col- 
lecting of coins, counterfeits, minting 
techniques and related subjects. 

Even from this brief description, it is 
obvious that Coole's personal library is 
superb — a mine of information and re- 
search materials. Certainly it was no 
exaggeration when Coole told an inter- 
viewer in 1973 that he did not know of 
anybody who had a library that could 
begin to compare with his. 

However, it is not only Coole's ac- 
quisitive instinct, which brought forth 
such a rich collection of works, that we 
are celebrating here tonight. We are also 
mindful of his many efforts in numis- 
matic scholarship. We and all the world 
will always remember him and be grate- 
ful for his many contributions to 
Chinese numismatics, for besides Coins 
in China's History, Coole authored 
single-handedly the multi-volume En- 
cyclopedia of Chinese Coins, six 
volumes of which were published be- 
tween 1967 and 1976. Volume seven ap- 
peared in 1981 posthumously, for Coole 
died most untimely in September 1978 
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after an accident. Although the seven 
volumes covered merely the very early 
coins of China, namely the spade and 
knife coins and the early round coins, 
they serve an extremely important 
function in the field of numismatic 
literature and coin cataloging. Never 
before had anyone compiled such a 
comprehensive listing of works on Far 
Eastern numismatics; it included works 
in English, Chinese, Japanese, French, 
German and Russian, bringing together 
a total of more than 2,000 titles under 
a single cover. Volumes two to four deal 
with the early coins of China, beginning 
with the cowry shells and ending with 
the late spade coins. Whenever possible, 
Coole provided explanations of the 
historical origin of each coin type and/or 
a paleographic analysis of the inscrip- 
tions on the coins illustrated. Volumes 
five and six are devoted to the knife 
coins of the Zhou dynasty (1122-221 
B.C.), illustrating not only the various 
types of knife coins of that period but 
also every known variety of each 
type — a task so immense that it staggers 
one's imagination. Volume seven deals 
with the early roimd coins of China, the 
most important ones being the banliang 
and the wuzhu coins. Future volumes 
were planned by Coole that would have 
taken his Encyclopedia of Chinese 
Coins up to the 20th century, but his 
premature death brought all to a halt. 

We deeply mourn the passing of this 
giant in Chinese numismatics because 
there was still so much he could have 
done and imparted to the world had he 
been spared. We are, however, grateful 
for all that he was given time to ac- 
complish. The early coinages of China, 
frau^t with uncertainty and contro- 
versies in matters of date, mint and 
legends, are the most challenging as- 
pects of that coimtry's numismatic 
history, and Coole tackled them with 
the utmost patience, understanding and 
scholarly resourcefulness. Like those of 
his predecessors and contemporaries, 
Li Zou-xian, Ting Fu-bao, Wang Yu- 
quan and Henry Rasusden, Arthur 


Coole's works will stand as milestones 
in Chinese numismatic historiography. 
His Coins in China's History and 
Encyclopedia of Chinese Coins will 
always remain as indispensable tools of 
reference for all serious students of 
Chinese numismatics. Above all, his 
untiring spirit, his scholarly curiosity 
and his dedication to any task on hand 
should and will always be a source of 
inspiration for all of us. 

In his preface to the first volume of 
Encyclopedia of Chinese Coins, Arthur 
Coole wrote, "I feel that it is my duty 
as one who has been enabled to delve 
into this realm for almost six decades 
to pass onto this and future generations 
that which will enable them to better 
understand and appreciate this field of 
Chinese art and culture." Although 
time did not permit Coole to fulfill his 
promise completely, what he did ac- 
complish has already contributed great- 
ly to our understanding of the numis- 
matic aspect of Chinese civilization. 

Nevertheless, much remains to be 
done if we are earnest in our quest for 
a full and complete understanding of 
the history of Chinese numismatics and 
its contributions to Chinese culture. An 
understanding of the different roles 
each issue of Chinese coins played in 
the total development of Chinese coin- 
age and economy; a fuller knowledge of 
the locations and workings of the 
various mints in Chinese antiquity; 
more precise guidelines for deciphering 
the ancient script in which most of the 
ancient Chinese coins were inscribed — 
these are but a few of the outstanding 
goals waiting to be achieved. The solu- 
tion to these problems might well lie 
within the walls of the Coole Library. 
This new and splendid Oriental library, 
with its wealth of research materials, 
will provide scholars of this and future 
generations with the necessary tools to 
find answers to these questions. This 
magnificent library will be the final 
destination for all serious students of 
Chinese numismatics in their search 
for knowledge and wisdom.

CORRECTION 

On page 1935 of the September 1983 issue of The Numismatist, a reprint 
was offered of H.H. Schou’s classic History of Danish and Norwegian 
Coins, 1448 - 1923. The last paragraph of the ad inadvertently stated that 
nearly all coins of Denmark and Norway are illustrated and can be instantly 
identified with corresponding pages of rulers and descriptions.
